“I observe that measures 
have been already introduced 
In Congress and are having ad- 
vocacy which if passed would 
impose an increased expendi- 
ture beyond the sums which I 
have recommended for the 
present and the next fiscal year 
by a total of nearly $4,500,000, -

“The gross sums which I 
have recommended to carry on 
the essential functions of the 
Government include the extreme 
sums which can be applied by 
the Federal Government in 
actual emergency employment 
relief, and are the maximum 
which can be financed without 
increase in taxes. 

“No matter how devised, an 


increase in taxes in the end 
falls upon the workers and 
farmers, or alternatively de- 


prives industry of that much 
ability to give employment and 
defeat the very purpose of these 
schemes.

to finance by bond issues de- 
prives industry and agriculture 
of just that much capital for 
its own use and for employ- 
ment. Prosperity cannot be 
restored by raids upon the pub- 
lic Treasury. 

“The leaders of both parties 
are co-operating to prevent any 
such event.

Accuses Certain Individuals 
of ‘Playing Politics at Ex- 
pense of Human Misery” 
in Seeking Appropriations 
—Democrats Reply.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—-The 
row between the President and a 


large section of Congress over re- 
lief measures was intensified this 
afternoon by a blistering statement 
from the President directed at in- 


dividuals who, he said, were “play- 
ing politics at the expense of hu- 
man misery.” 

While the President named no 
names, his attack manifestly was 
inspired in part by the speech of 
yesterday in which Senator David 
I Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
denounced the administration pro- 
gtam as niggardly and calle@ on 
the Democrats to foster a construc- 
tive program of their own. 

The President also had itn mind 
various suggestions which have 
been made in both branches of 
Congress that the soldier bonus 
certificates be immediately paid off 
at their face value, in whole or in 
part. The face value runs to about 
$3,500,000,000. One of those who 


The bill will be introduced as an 
emergency measure before the 
Board of Aldermen next Friday, 
and will be passed forthwith, it is 
expected. Mayor Miller, following 
today’s meeting, said he would sign 
the bill Friday evening, or early 
Saturday, and order $25,000 placed 
at Mahaffey’s disposal for immedi- 
ate relief.

At the meeting of the advisory 
group of the Relief Committee, 
held last Friday, a speaker stated 
that $1,000,000 could be raised 
within a week, if it was necessary. 

The action of the city in making 
the $300,000 available to the com- 
mittee paves the way for concerted 
action for relief on the part of in- 
dustrial and business interests, 
who, it is understood, have been 
waiting for the city administra- 
tion to take some definite action.

ARKANSAN ATTACKS

“All Right to Put Mule on 
Dole,” He Says, “But a 
Terrible Thing to Put a 
Man on It.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Two 
hours after the President had is- 
sued a blistering attack on relief 
measures calling for more money 
than his own recommendations, 
the Senate this afternoon replied 
to him by passing unanimously, 
without a record vote, a bill for 
$€0,000,000 worth of relief in the 
drouth-stricken regions, as against 
a total of $25,000,000 favored by 
the administration. 

The vote came suddenly at the 
end of a brief debate and was 
taken without a roll call. 

Action on the measure is yet to 
be completed in the House, where 
the amount proposed by its Agri- 
cultural Committee Is $30,000,000. 

The Senate bill would set aside 
the $60,000,000 as a fund out of 
which the Secretary of Agriculture 
might make advances to needy 
farmers for the purchase of food, 
seed, feed for livestock, and fertil- 
izers. Secretary of Agriculture 


Hyde, speaking for the administra- 


tion, had opposed the provision for 
the purchase of food for human 
beings, saying that it came “dan-

urged that cases of human suffer- 
ing be left to the ministrations of 
the Red Cross. 
Caraway Assails Hoover. 

Immediately after the passage of 
the bill, Senator Caraway of Ark- 
ansas, his voice bitter with sar- 
casm, arose to say that he want- 
ed to read “a great humanitarian 
statement that has just come from 
the White House.” 

As he drawied out the Presi- 
dent's words, he put special em- 
phasis on such phrases ag “playing 
politics at the expense of human 
misery,” and “the American peo- 
ple will not be misled by such tac- 
tics.”’ 

“The reputation of this man, 
Such as it is,” observed the Arkan- 
Sas gadfy, “rests upon the adminis- 
tration of relief measure that 
didn’t cost him a cent. If you 
stripped him of that reputation, 
there wouldn't be anything left ex- 
cept the date of his birth and a 
blank for the date of his death. 


On Lecturing the Congress. 

“He now seeks to lecture the 
Congress of the United States for 
daring to give relief to the unfortu- 
nate people of this country. I con't 
know whom he refers to, whether 
it is the American mothers who 
don't want to see their children 
starve, the millions of American 
manhood who offered to die for 
American liberty, the millions who 
are idle today because of favors 
given to certain business, or the 
thousands of farmers who haven't 
endugh food to last them for a sin- 
gle weck. If he refers to these 
people, he will get no response from 
the American people. 

“Who played politics at the ex- 
pense of human misery? Anyone 
with any intelligence knew months 
ago that millions of honest men 
were out of work and that agricul- 
ture was depressed to the point of 
starvation. He minimized the dis- 
aster until after the election. 

“Some indictments should go un- 
answered because of their source, 
but here is an indictment which 
should have a bill of particulars. 
At whom was it directed? Was it 
the chairman of the Agricultural 
Committee (Senator McNary), who 
sponsored this bill to give $60,000,- 
000 instead of $25,000,000 to miti- 
gate the effects of the drouth? No- 
on on that committee played pol- 
tices 


“I don’t know whether it was 
directed at Senator Walsh of Mas- 
suchusetts, who dared to raise his 
voice for the unfortunate unem- 
ployed. I don't know whether it 
was against the Senator from Mich- 
igan (Vandenberg), who said that 
he favored cash payment of the ad- 
justed compensation certificates of 
the war veterans. 

“And we should also know who 
are co-operating with the Ppresi- 
dent, to see whether they agree 
with this statement.” 

Walsh on “Playing Politics.” 

Senator Walsh of Massachusetts 
then took up the attack. He said 
he did not know whether or not 
the statement was directed at him. 

“But let us at least be grateful,” 
he exclaimed, “that we now know 
where the President stands. He 
says here in effect that he does 
not propose to approve any expen- 
diture, whatever the emergency, 
which will levy one more dollar of 
taxes, 

“Suppose that Governors and 
Mayors had pursued the niggardly 
course now advocated by the Pres- 
ident. There would have been rev- 
olution throughout the country 
long ago. 

“In 1919 we appropriated $100,- 
000,000 to relieve the hungry pop- 
ulations of far-off lands, and yet

Harrison Assails Hoover. 
The President’s warning on some 
of the relief proposals was assailed 
by Harrison (Dem.) Mississippi, as 
“uncalled for, unwarranted and 
without justification.” 

Referring to Mr. Hoover's state- 
ment that “they are playing politics 
at the expense of human misery,” 
Harrison asserted “No m@gn ever 
in the history of the country won 
more political favor upon the 
misery of the people than has the 
present President of the United 
States. 

“No one accused him of playing 
politics when he went into the 
Mississippi Valley to administer re- 
lief,” said Harrison. ‘“‘No one said 
he was playing politics when he 
went to distribute food to the starv- 
ing Belgians, yet later we read 
from Republican campaign orators 
that these actions qualified him to 
become President. 

“President Hoover is trying to 
put the Democratic leadership in 
the hole and he is doing it de- 
liberately.” 
Senator Reed (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, interposed that he saw 
“nothing partisan in the Presi- 
dent’s statement, however much it 
may reflect upon the Senate as a 
whole.” 

Minority Leader Robinson scath- 
ingly attacked Secretary of Agri- 
culture Hyde’s plea that the au- 
thorized amount be held to $25,- 
000,000. Robinson said that $60,- 
000,000 was the estimate made by 
the President’s own drouth relief 
committee, which Hyde headed, 
and that even this sum would not 
meet the requirements of a sympa- 
thetic administration of the meas- 
ure. 

Hyde's statement, said the Ar- 


taken assertions—assertions which, 
if they had come from a less repu- 
table source, he would have to 
characterize as “silly.” 

Conditions in Arkansas, contin- 
ued Robinson, were unlike anything 
in memory. It was impossible, he 
said, to picture the misery and des- 
olation caused by the drouth.

Recalls Aid to Europe. 
Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
recalled that Hoover. while food 
administrator in 1919, had ap- 
proved an appropriation of $100,- 
000,000 for relief work in Europe. 
“Yes,"" shouted Robinson, “It is 
all right to appropriate money for 
foreign peoples, but, for some in- 
explicable reason, it is wrong to ap- 
propriate it for our own people. 
But all this seems to have no 
weight with those who have no 
comprehension of what is going on 
in our country.” 

Senator Borah questioned the 
Oregon Senator about the $60,000,- 
000 figure. As for the authority 
in the bill for loans to farmers to 
purchase food for the family as 
well as food for livestock, McNary 
said it was a departure from prece- 
dent but he believed not more than 
1 per cent of the $60,000,000 would 
be loaned for this purpose. 

In Home and Field. 

“The committee believed that 
distress in the home was just as 
much a subject for relief as distress 
in the fields,” he added.

Insurgent Gite Says Ad- 
ministration Has No Plan, 
Election Gave Their Par- 
ty Mandate to Act.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The 


harmony program sponsored by 
certain Democratic leaders after 
the last election, with the object 
of assuring “co-operation” with the 
administration during the period 
of economic depression, received 
another severe jolt yesterday when 
Senator David I. Walsh (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, in a ringing speech 
to the Senate, accused the admin- 
istration of being more concerned 
about the stock market than about 
the unemployment situation, and 
demanded that the Democrats bring 
forth a relief program of their 
own in Congress. 

Pursuant to his own demand, 
Walsh offered two bills. One would 
give a total of $100,000,000 to the 
states, to be used for relief, provid- 
ing they appropriated equal 
amounts from their own treasury. 
The other, by establishing the five- 
day week throughout the Govern- 
ment service, would create thou- 
sands of jobs and necessitate a 
large increase in the payroll. _ 

Walsh’s speech was significant 
of the growing dissatisfaction 
among Democratic members of 
Congress with the “harmony” pro- 
gram sponsored by their leaders. 
Already it has provoked threats of 
rebellion against the leadership of 
Senator Joe Robinson of Arkansas, 
one of the signers of the “‘co-opera- 
tion” manifesto. Senator Carter 
Glass of Virginia was the first to 
voice this resentment, and there is 
every indication that Walsh will 
not be the last. 

Democratic Insurgent View. 

The position of these insurgent 
Democrats is, briefly, that the ad- 
ministration has no comprehensive 
program to meet the present situa- 
tion, that the voters in the last 
election signified their discontent 
with administration policies by 
electing Democrats, and that it is 
the duty of the Democrats in Con- 
gress to formulate a constructive 
program and try to carry it out, 
instead of talking about “‘co-opera- 
tion” with the administration. 

In offering his two bills, Walsh 
said the purpose of the first was to 
aid states and cities that have been 
put to unusual burdens and “to 
make them more generous in feed- 
ing the hungry.” ‘The second, he 
said, would “enable the Govern- 
ment to play its part as an em- 
ployer by giving more jobs to those 
who need them.” 

Senator Dill (Dem.), Washing- 
ton, intervened to remark that he 
favored increased taxes on large 
incomes. “But, since this might 
hurt the stock market, it probably 
would be contrary to the policy of 
‘co-operating’ with the administra- 
tion.” Mr. Hoover, he added, has 
been “so very tender toward the 
stock market.” 


Solicitude for Large Taxpayers. 


“I appreciate the suggestion,” 
Walsh rejoined. “The most casual 
observer must be convinced that 
those in high position have a tender 
solicitude for the larger taxpayers 
of the country. That comes first. 
It comes ahead of starvation, pov- 
erty, unemployment and suffering. 
That is why the people flocked to 
the polls in November to condemn 
an administration that has be 
indifferent to the greatest peace- 
time problem which has confronted 
this country in 50 years. 

“The administration was repudi- 
ated, not because we have hard 
times, but because of the wide- 
spread feeling that there was no 
zealous, earnest leader who was in- 
terested in the plight of the unfor- 
tunate, or was striving to find 2 so- 
lution for it.

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| WITNESS SAYS PODON 
KILLED MRS. SHEPARD 


Surgeon Testifies at Trial of 
Her Husband for 
Her Marder. 


 CANSAS CITY, ry, Kan. Dec. 9.— 
Gol. Edward B. Vedder, attached 
to the Army Medical Corps labora- 


tory in Washington, testified at the 
‘murder trial of Maj. Charies A. 
Shepard today that chemical anal- 


ysis disclosed poison caused the 
death of the defendant’s second 
wife, Mrs. Zenana Shepard. 

Col. Vedder said he made the 
analysis of Mrs. Shepard's viscera 
in Washington following her death 
at Fort Riley, Kan. in June, 1929, 
in what the Government charges 
was a poison pilot carried out by 
Shepard, an army medical officer, 
beca of his infatuation fer Miss 
Grace don, 22-year-old stenog- 
rapher of San Antonio, Tex. 

‘‘The final test showed globules 
ef metallic mercury to the amount 
of two or three grains,” Col. Ved- 
der testified. “Mercury in the body 
tends to éliminate rapidly, and it 
is extremely possible that much al- 
ready had been eliminated. I 
think she died ef mercury poison- 
ing.” The tests did not show the 
manner in which the poison was 
taken into the body, Vedder said, 
adding such evidence could not be 


obtained from post-mortem exam- 
ination. Re 
On  cross-examination, Vedder 


said his opinion as to the cause 
of death was based on the amount 
of poison found and the condition 
of the organs. He said he had not 
made a microscopic examination, 
but had sent samples of the vescera 
for such tests to Maj. J. E. Ash, 
another witness subpenaed by the 
Government. 

Dr. Cc. W. Muehlberger, Chicago 
chemist-toxicologist and assistant 
director of the Scientific Crime 
Laboratory at Northwestern . Uni- 
versity, said he had made an ex- 
haustive chemical! analysis of sam- 
ples of the viscera. 

“I would judge,” he _ testified, 
“there were two or three grains of 
mercury in the stomach, liver and 
kidneys, a sufficient -quantity to 
cause death.” 

Two little tubes introduced by 
the Government as containers of 
mercury extracted from the viscera 
were inspected by the jurors under 
a microscope.

Rerouting of the Page car line 
in a midtown district, to relieve 
congestion on Grand boulevard, was 
ordered by the State Public Service 
commission at Jefferson City yes- 
terday. Incidentally, the. decision 
will enable the Public Service Co. 
to avoid payment of about half 
of a street paving bill estimated at 
$160,000. 

The new route for Page trolleys 
in both directions will follow Lef- 
fingwell avenue, between Washing- 
ton boulevard and Franklin avenuc: 
Franklin between Leffingwell and 
Grand boulevard; Enright avenue 
and the Hodiamont _ r‘ght-of-way 
between Grand and Sarah street, 
and Sarah between the right-of- 
way and Finney avenue. In other 
words, the Page cars will use the 
Hodiamont tracks between Sarah 
and Leffingwell. 

The present routing of the Page 
line in this section is by way of 
Finney, Grand, Lucas avenue and 
Leffingwell. . The order permits 
abandonment of the line in Finney, 
between Sarah and Grand; in 
Grand, between Finney and Lucas. 
and in Lucas, between Grand and 
Leffingwell. The car company had 
sought to abandon the line in Fin- 
ney, between Sarah and Taylor av- 
enue also, but the commission held 
this would seriously inconvenience 
business establishments and car 
riders residing on that part of Fin- 
ney avenue. 

The company’s original proposah 
agreed with a recommendation of 
the Transportation Survey Com- 
mission. 

Anticipating the change several 
years ago, the company built two 
blocks of tracks in Leffingwell, be- 
tween Franklin and Lucas. The 
Page line hereafter will use the 
tracks of the Sarah line, in Sarah, 
between Finney and the Hodia- 
mont right-of-way. 

The commission granted author- 
ity to remove the tracks from five 
blocks of Finney, between Grand 
and Sarah, but the company will 
not tear out these rails until the 
city undertakes the paving of the 
street. Permission was neither 
soucht nor granted to remove the 


tracks from the eight blocks of 
Lucas between Leffingwell and 
Grand. There is no city plan to 


pave that thoroughfare now and it 
is the company's policy to leave 
abandoned tracks alone until the 
paving question is raised. 

There are ordinances for paving 
Finney all the way from Grand to 
Taylor, but the fact that the Pub- 
lic Service Co. will not have to pay 
for paving the space occupied by 
its tracks, east of Sarah, alters the 
situation and new bills will have to 
be submitted if the present rough 
macadam and brick surfacing is to 
be replaced except for an unaf- 
fected ordinance for the two blocks 
between Taylor and Pendleton. It 
would have cost the car company 
about $160,000 for its share of the 
paving between Grand and Taylor, 
but its bill for the Sarah-Taylor 
section would be only about $80,- 
000.

EX-GONVIGT IDENTIFIED 
IN HOLDUP MURDER 


Harry Johnson on Trial for 
Killing Clarence Sweeny 
Recognized by Witness. 


Harry Johnson, former convict, 
on trial for the murder of Clarence 
Sweeny in a $200 holdup at the 
Sweeny Tire Co., 1501 North Grand 
boulevard, last March 9, was iden- 
tified today by Charles Jamison, a 
Negro tire changer employed in the 
shop. 

Jamison declared Johnson was 
one of the three robpers who lin- 
gered outside the shop before the 
robbery, emptied the cash register, 
and struggled with Sweeny’s father, 
John L Sweeny, while another man 
shot and killed the younger man. 

The father wept on the witness 
stand as he described the holdup 
and the murder of his son, but 
was unable to identify the de- 
fendant.

Johnson, 26 years old, only man 
to be identified and prosecuted, 
served seven years of a 12-year 
sentence for robbery. having been 
released from the State peniten- 
tiarvy April 19, 1929. The State is 
seeking a death sentence.

W. T.. Manning of the Episcopal 
diocese of New York is under sub- 
pena to appear in Police Court 
here Dec. 12, when Ben B. Lind- 


sey, who interrupted the service 
at the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine last Sunday, will be tried 
for disturbing the peace. Lindsey 
pleaded not guilty yesterday after- 
noon. 

The Bishop was summoned yes- 
terday by Arthur Garfield Hays, at- 
torney for Lindsey, who wants to 
prove by the Bishop’s testimony 
the bitterness of his sermon against 
Lindsey, advocate of companionate 
marriage. Lindsey is a former 
Denver Judge. 

Clergymen Meet. 

The Rev. Eliot White of Grace 
Church, who is chairman of the 
Speakers’ Committee for the New 
York Churchmen’s League, has 
made an affidavit in which he at- 
tests that Bishop Manning “de- 
manded”’ Lindsey's engagement be- 
fore the league last week be can- 
celed. 

Bishop Manning said in his ser- 
mon Sunday that he merely “re- 
quested” the change. He then pro- 
ceeded to criticis a group of 
clergymen who had sponsored 
Lindsey's address. , 


The Bishop annotnced he would 
be unable to rededicate St. Bartho- 
lomew’s Church today because of 
a severe cold. St. Bartholomew’s 
rector is the Rev. Dr. Robert Nor- 
wood, who recently joined 10 oth- 
er clergymen in a protest against 
the Bishop’s declaration that the 
Episcopal Church is “fundamental- 
ly and definitely Catholic.” . 

Th New York World says that 
Dr. Norwood was one of a score of 
rectors who met yesterday at the 
Union League Club to determine 
their stand on Bishop Manning's 
reference Sunday to the “little 
group of clergymen who have been 
doing whatever lay in their power 
to make difficulties for the Bishop 
and to place him in publicly em- 
barassing situations.” 

Darrow Defends Lindsey. 

The American today published 
a signed article by Clarence Dar- 
row on the incident of last Sun- 
day, when Lindsey was ejected 
from the cathedral. Darrow’s ar- 
ticle says in part: 

“The action of the congregation 
of the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine in beating and berating 
Judge Lindsey (Lindsey is a former 
Judge of Denver who was shouted 
down and ejected from the Cathe- 
dral Suntlay) shows that there 
were no Christians in that church 
at that time. 

“Imagine Jesus Christ doing any- 
thing like that! 

“Whether former Judge Lindsey 
had a legal right to demand a 
hearing before Bishop William T.

WHEN PLAYING GOLE 


Capitalist, 53, Succumbs 
Midst of Game With the 
Rev. Dr. Macivor. 


Samuel A. Thompson, capitalist 
and son of the late William UH. 


Thompson, former president of the 
National Bank of Commerce and 
treasurer of the St. Louis World's 
Fair, died yesterday when playing 
golf at the Glen Echo Country 
Club with the Rev. Dr. John W. 
MaclIvor, pastor of Second Presby- 
terian Church. He was 53 years 
old and resided at 5290 Waterman 
avenue.

Thompson's principal business 
connection had been as president of 
the William H. Thompson Invest- 
ment Co., one of two companies 
formed by his father to hold the 
estate in trust. : 

He figu®d in divorce, alimony, 
bankruptcy and collection:litigation 
from 1910 to 1915 when he suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown. 

Despite an income of about $40,- 
000 annually from his father’s es- 
tate, he filed a voluntary bank- 
ruptcy petition in 1913, after his 
first wife had sued to collect back 
alimony. At this time there were 
several suits by tradesmen and 
professional men pending against 
him and he had not long previously 
lost $17,000 playing roulette in New 
York. At the bankruptcy bearing 
trust officers testified they had 
made advances to him because his 
income was tied up by litigation. 
After he had defaulted in alimony 
payments of $500 a month to his 
first wife, she received an award of 
$36,000 alimony in gross.

Floor Contests, However, 
hie | Reetiad 
Brossard and Dennis, 
Questioned by C " 


BY WASHINGTON. Dec. 9.—The 
Senate Finance Committee today 
approved the nominations of Presi- 
dent Hoover's six tariff commis- 
sioners after inquiring into the con- 
nections of Edgar B. Brossard 
(Rep.), Utah, with the sugar f- 
vestigation of 1923. Floor contests 
against the confirmation of Bros- 
sard and Alfred P. Dennis (Dem.), 
Maryland, was promised. Brossard 
was approved, 11 to 8, and Dennis, 


16 to 2. 
One. Democrat, King of Utah, 
voted with 10 Republicans in favor 
of Brossard. One Republican, La 
Follette of Wisconsin, voted with 
seven Democrats in opposition. 
Senator Couzens (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, and Harrison (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, oppbsed Dennis, although 
several of those voting for him re- 
served the right to oppose confir- 
mation. 

The other nominees, Henry P. 
Fletcher, Pennsylvania, chairman; 
John L. Coulter, North Dakota, Re- 
publicans: and Thomas W. Page, 


» Virginia, and Lincoln Dixon, In- 


diana, Democrats, were approved 
without record votes. 

A. M. Fox, an agricultural econ- 
omist on the Commission who 
worked with Brossard and Fred- 
erick Turner on a report in 1923 
as a basis for minority opposition 
to a reduced sugar duty, was ques- 
tioned. 

Examined by Committee. 

Senator Harrison said off the 
floor there would be “strenuous 
opposition” to Brossard when the 
six tariff nominations reached the 
Senate. The Finance Committee, 
of which Harrison is a member, 
concluded its examination of the 
nominees yesterday. Chairman 
Smoot predicted all six would be 
confirmed. 

rossard and Dennis, both hold- 
overs from the old commission, 
were questioned at length regard- 
ing a statement issued by the com- 
mission last spring before the 
Hawley-Smoot bill was passed, 


saying agriculture would benefit 
| greatly by the measure. 

Dennis sald he signed the state- 
ment while “asleep at the switch,” 
that its phraseology was changed 
without his knowledge, and that 
he later condemned it. He conced- 
ed many farm rates had been in- 
creased, but contended these would 
prove ineffective. 

Propaganda Not Intended. 

Brossard said he thought the 
1930 act would assist the farmers. 
He said he had a hand in prepa- 
ration of the farm statement, but 
entered a “general denial of any 
intention to attempt to carry on 
political propaganda.” If he had 
| known t was going to create such 
a storm of debate in the Senate 
as it did, he said, he would not 
have approved it. 

“Tt think it would be a mistake 
for a member of the Tariff Com- 
mission to use his position to pop- 
ularize a tariff bill,” he said, 
| Harrison called Brossard’'s atten- 
tion to a speech he made last May, 
before the bill passed, in which he 
belittled possible foreign retaliation, 
and asked if that did not constitute 
an attempt to popularize the meas- 
ure. 

The Utahan said he based his 
speech on facts uncovered by the 
commission and accepted the

Views on Sugar Tariff. 

Brogsard’s connection with the 
sugar tariff was gone into at 
length by Harrison. The nominee 
said he prepared statistical data on 
costs of production of sugar beets 
for the two former commissioners, 


Marvin and Burgess, who opposed 


a reduction in the sugar tariff in 
the report to President Coolidge 
in 1924, but had no hand in draw- 
ing up the report iteelf. At that 


time, a majority composed of Com- 


missioners Culbertson, Lewis and 
Costigan, the latter now Senator- 
elect from Colorado, found a re- 
duced sugar levy was warranted. 

Brossard said he had no opinion 
on the need for the incteased duty 
in the present law, but told Har- 
rison if the three commissioners, 
who favored a reduction in 1924, 
studied the present-day costs of 
production of cane and sugar beets 
they would find warranted a higher 
rate than they proposed.

Dr. Albert W. Palmer, Ad- 
dressing Federation, Tells 
How Research of Utilities 
May Be Put to Use. 


The foresight of public utility 
corporations is being utilized by 
the modern city church, the Rev.

MOSCOW, Dec. 9.—Whether the 
Soviet government actually believes 
it can accomplish the tremendous 
tasks it has outlined in the “‘five- 
year plan,” of industrialization, the 
are being 
flooded with propaganda to con- 
vince them that not only will the 
great Communist building plan be 
carried out on time but that prob- 


ably the work will be completed in 
four years. 

As a convincing argument that 
the first big Soviet job will be 
finished by 1932 instead of 1933, 
the newspapers recently announced 
that the planning section of the 
supreme economic council and the 
industrial economic institute have 
taken steps to map out a second 
five-year schedule. 

Figures of the State Planning 
Commission purport to show that 
the present plan is far ahead of its 
schedule in practically every one 
of the major industries of Soviet 
Russia. Nevertheless the plan has 
had its difficulties and there are 
indications that further difficul- 
ties will present themselves during 
the pending third year. 

Shortage of Labor. 

The obvious handicaps are the 

shortage of labor and foreign cred- 


its. The Soviet scheme calls for 
1,500,000 additional laborers in 
1931. The seriousness of this 


problem is shown by the fact that, 
at the conclusion of the second 
year of the plan, there was a la- 
bor shortage of some 500,000 in 
the Soviet union. 

The Government accounted in 
large part for this shortage by 
pointing out that thousands of 
workers would not stick to their 


jobs, but would quit to seek better 
and more remunerative employ- 
ment. This itinerant labor ques- 
tion is now thought to have been 
solved by the various unions, 
which, upon instructions, have 
warned workers that they will not 
be permitted to quit their jobs ex- 
cept for the best of reasons, such 
as ill health, ete. 
Penalties Imposed by Unions. 

The penalty is expulsion from 
the union and the withdrawal of 
bread cards and food privileges, 
also black-listing in other plants 
and factories. In other words, all 
workers, both men and women, 
must agree to remain for the dura- 
tion of the plan. 

The Government some time ago 
called for subscriptions to a “five- 
year plan in four years loan” and, 
up to recently, the results have dis- 
appointed the’ State banking au- 


thorities. The total subscribed 
thus far is around 560,000,000 
roubles (approximately $280,000,- 


000), with the workers and em- 
ployes taking the greater amount 
and the peasants exhibiting their 
usual pessimism by absorbing only 
a small part. The ultimate size of 
this loan has not been set by the 
authorities, but ti is thought that 
$500,000,000 was the sum hoped 
for. 

In the meantime the Govern- 
ment is working desperately to fill 
the huge labor demands which 
must be met next year. Schools 
for the training of special workers 
are being opened rapidly. Soldiers 
of the Red Army who are finishing 
their terms of conscription are be- 
ing sent to work on big projects 
throughout the union and a large 
portion of the gap is expected to 
be filled by young men and women 
who complete their school years.

KELLOGG, IN OSLO, DOESN'T 
FEAR NEW EUROPEAN WAR 


Former U. S. Secretary of State in 
Norway to Receive Nobel Prize

B. Kellogg, former American Sec- 
retary of State, who arrived here 
yesterday to receive the Nobel 
peace prize for 1929, does not take 
much stock in the talk about a 
new war in Europe.

BERLIN, Dec. 9.—Political pris- 
oners confined in the fortress of 
Brest-Litovsk, many of whom have 
landed there for their opposition to 
the regime of Marshal Pilsudski, 
Poland's former dictator, have 
been inhumanly treated, a Polish 
Socialist Senator and writer, An- 
dreas Strug, charges in the Warsaw 
Labor newspaper Robotknl. 

The newspaper was confiscated 
by Polish authorities, but copies of 
it reached Berlin and have caused 
flareups of anti-Polish feeling here 
as many of the prisoners are of 
German origin, members of the 
German minority in Poland, who 
have joined anti-Pilsudski parties. 

Strug’s articles charge the pris- 
oners have been systematically un- 
derfed, receiving only a third of 
the soldiers’ rations and subjected 
to mental tortures.

A BIOGRAPHER OF LINCOLN. 

Dr. William E. Barton, distinguished clergyman 
and author, who died the other day, had, if memory 
serves, the longest account in Who's Who in 
America. His sketch, considerably more than a col- 
umn, is three lines longer than that of Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of Columbia University, 
and that should give him first place. Born in the 
home of a northern Illincis country doctor at the 
outset of the Civil War, he worked his way through 
college and rode a pulpit circuit in Tennessee to 
become not only a celebrated Congregational “min- 
ister with a reputation as a hard-hitter at sham, 
but also the foremost of recent writers on Lincoln. 
His two-volume biography is one of the standard 
works. Removal of Dr. Barton's studies of the 
Emancipator’s life would leave a grave lack in the 
Lincoln literature. His was a zeal for scholarly re 
search and a capacity for painstaking industry such 
as his subject had not before experienced.

This question can be an- 
swered with a fair degree of objective 
accuracy, for an achievement can be an- 
alyzed and measured. Achievement is not 
merely success. For success, as the diction- 


W HICH living Americans have achieved 


ary says, is “the favorable termination of 
anything attempted.” The variety of suc- 
cesses ig infinite, and trillions of them are 
trivial. Achievement is quite another mat- 
ter. 

We measure achievement in four dimen- 
sions, and we grade it in each. What has 
the individual striven jo accomplish? If a 
clear, well conceived, large ambition, we 
score him A. How vast his obstacles, and 
how persistently has he fought to surmount 
them? If with apostolic zeal, we score him 
another A. How thoroughly has he accom- 
plished what he set out to do? Here comes 
a third A to his credit, if he has won ex- 
actly what he wanted. How significantly 
and humanly valuable is his success? If 
very great, he wins a fourth A.

Let’s begin with the men and women of 
America who score highest. My present 
list may have to be revised; but, as far as 
I have been able te get the facts, it is a 
faithful measurement. 

Let us consider only living Americans. In 
the AAAA group I find only four who whol- 
ly satisfy me as embodying all four achieve- 
ment factors in the highest degree:/ Helen 
Keller, Thomas A. Edison, Orville Wright, 
Edward Acheson. 

Helen Keller's obstacles were deafness, 
dum bness and blindness. She toiled to over- 
come these with relentless persistence 
throughout her long life. She succeeded to 
an unbelievable degree. Her spiritua] in- 
fluence on thousands is colossal. Edison 
and Orville Wright call for no comment. 
Each revolutionized civilization in his own 
way, and in the face of immense difficui- 
ties. Without Edward Acheson's invention 
of carborundum, there could be no automo- 
bile, no airplane, no machine built of the 
tough alloys.

Theodore Dreiser iser and Eugene 
O’Neill Mentioned in Interview 
in Gothenburg.

GOTHENBURG, Sweden, Dec. 9. 
—Theodore Dr iser and Eugene 
O’Neill were held up to the Nobel 
Prize Committee today by Sinclair 
Lewis, American novelist and win- 
ner of the 1930 prize for literature, 
as deserving young American liter- 
ati.

FATHER JEROME SIXTUS RICARD, 


‘PADRE OF THE RAINS,’ DIES 
Santa Clara U. Astronomer, 80, 
Evolved San Spot Theory of 
Weather Forecasting.

SAN JOSE, Cal, Dec. 9.—The 
Rev. Jerome Sixtus Ricard, “Padre 


of the Rains,” died at the Universi- 
ty of Santa Clara infirmary here 
llast night. He had been confined 
ito his bed most of the time since 
he suffered a heart attack in April, 

1929. 

The 80-year-old churchman and 
scientist was nationally known for 
his development of the sun spot 
theory of weather prognostication. 
His monthly weather forecasts, 
‘based on observation of the sun, 
were issued regularly for a quarter 
of a century until he was strickcna. 
Their success brought him the title 
of “Padre of the Rains.” 

For more than 50 years he was 
connected with the University of 
| Santa Clara, where he was head 


lof the astronomical observatory 
from 1917 to 1929. 

Father Ricard, a native of 
France, had been a member of 


the Society of Jesus for 59 years 
and an ordained priest for 44 years. 
He was a member of astronomical 
societies in France, Belgium, Mexi- 
co and the United States. He be- 
gan his efforts to correlate sun 
spots and the earth’s atmospheric 
changes in 1900. These studies led 
to his development of the theory 
that long period weather forecasts 
could be based on the position of 
sun spots. He put his theory into 
practice, first with 10-day fore- 
casts and later with monthiy prog- 
nostications. Sun spots, he held, 
also induced earthquakes.

BILL TO INCREASE

each dependent child, the tax 
would have been 14% per cent, and 
would have become 2% per cent 
for the full amount above exemp- 
tions. For all income in excess of 
$4000 above exemptions, the com- 
mission plan proposed a graduated 
surtax, startirig at one-half of 1 per 
cent on the first $3000 in excess of 
$4000, and increasing one-half of 
1 per cent for each step of $3000 
up to $19,000, after which there 
was no further increase. 

Under this plan, the present 1 
per cent income tax law would 
have been, repealed and an entirely 
new law enacted. 

Gary's New Plan. 

The new Gary spilan contem- 
plates the retention of the present 
law, under which there is a 
straight tax of 1 per cent on all 
income above exemptions and the 
usual deductions for taxes, losses 
and contributions to charity, or, in 
other words, on net income. 

In addition to that law, Gary 
would enact a new one providing 
for a tax of 4% per cent on net 
income, but permitting deductions 
by peculiary graduated steps on 
earned income up to $20,000 for 
a single person, and $21,008 on 
joint earned incomes of husband 
and wife. 

The first step of the deduction 
on earned income would be 4% 


personal exemptions; 4 per cent on 
the next $500; 3% per cent on the 
next $500; 3 per cent on the next 
$3000; 2% per cent on the next 
$3000; 2 per cent on the next $3000; 
1% per cent on the next $3000; 1 
per cent on the next $3000, and 
one-half of 1 per cent on the next

The effect of the plan which

An earned income is defined bs 
the law to be an income derived 
from personal service, which 
means as salary.

The Gary bill is more involved 
than the usual income tax laws, 
and if enacted the spring figuring 
of the income tax payer will be a 
more arduous toil than the farm- 
er’s spring plowing. 
In specifying the method of ar- 
riving at the amount of earned in- 
come on which deductions may be 
figured, the proposed law recites: 
“On the amount by which the 
earned income exceeds the deduc- 
tions used in arriving at the net 
income” the percentage deductions 
shall be made. 

A .lawyer’s Interpretation. 
A capable lawyer who studied 
the measure for several hours said 
he believed he understood it. His 
explanation reduced to a concrete 
example follows: 
Take a taxpayer with a gross in- 
come of $10,000, of which $6000 is 
salary and $4000 is derived from 
rents, or dividends on stocks, or 
from any other source. His taxes, 
losses, interest on indebtedness 
and contributions to charity 
amount to $1000. His net income 
is $9000, being his gross income 
less the amount of taxes, losses, in- 
terest and contributions.

Dr. Lewis Browne in Lecture 
Touches on “Freud and 
the Freudulents.” 


—_—_—_—_ - 


The world is growing up. Con- 
sequently, remarked Dr. Lewis 
Browne of New York, in his Ju- 
nior League lecture yesterday, it 
needs a morality for maturity, to 
replace that based on the roman- 
tic illusions of its adolescence. 

His suggestion, briefly, may be 
indicated by his citation of Russia 
and some Palestine colonies, where 
men and women, in the absence of 
any restriction against living as 
they please, find it more pleasant 
to live together than apart, and do 
live together with loyalty and de- 
votion. 

The speaker, author and Jew- 
ish leader, married Saturday. 
Mrs. Myna Lissner, Los Angeles 
artist. When he obtained his 
marriage license, he explained 
quite in line with his theory, that 
he and Mrs. Lissner got along so 
well in collaborating on “Since 
Calvary,” soon to appear, that they 
had decided to collaborate for life. 

He digressed for a moment, at 
the opening of his lecture, to pay 
his respects to “Freud and the 
Freudulents,” and to remark that 
“morality” did not concern rela- 
tions between men and women s0 
exclusively in all countries as in 
this. In Russia, where hunger was 
common, “a man who deals 
treacherously in business—we 
would call it successfully—is con- 
sidered utterly depraved, whereas 
he might be a very Casanova and 
still be considered as moral as a 
Y. M. Cc. A. secretary.” . 

Typewriter as Emancipator. 

Unquestionably, he said, the gen- 
eral attitude toward relations be- 
tween men and women hai 
changed. Causes were still obscure, 
but three might be discerned. First, 
there was the typewriter, “most 
important invention, in its effects, 
of the last 200 years,” which had 
conferred upon the middle-class 
woman the same “emancipation” 
always enjoyed by peasants and 


“the grand ladies whose memoirs 
still comprise your boudoir litera- 
ture.”’

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—TMHe stock 
market stumbled around without 
getting anywhere today. Neither 
declines nor advances lasted for 
long, and there were narrow 
changes both ways at the close. 

There was further selling in the 
early trading, sending several rails 
and specialties to new lows. Strong 
resistance to selling pressure ap- 
peared in the pivotal industrials, 
however, and early losses of 1 to 
3 points were replaced for a time 
with numerous gains of similar ex- 
tent, but several issues declined 
again in the late trading. The 
day’s transactions aggregated 2,- 
200,000 shares, the largest in about 
a fortnight. 

Atchison, after declining frac- 
tionally to a new low, sold up 
nearly 4 points, then reacted to 
close only about a point higher. 
Goodyear, Sears, and National Bis- 
cuit closed with similar gains, and 
Allied Chemical was up 2 points. 
U. &. Steel, Bethlehem, Standard 
of N. J. and General Electric were 
up fractionally. 

New York Central reached new 
low ground, only to close up more 
than a point. Case and Interna- 
tional Telephone dropped about 3 
to new lows, and closed off 1%. 
Union Carbide and Johns Manville 
closed off about as much. A loss 
of 2 points in American Telephone 
was reduced to a fraction. 

The feature of the generally 
steady commodities was a drop of 1 
eent a pound in bar silver to a new 
low, taking it below the low level 
reached last June. Cotton futures 
closed barely steady, 30 to 50 cents 
a bale lower. The Chicago grain 
markets were unchanged to slightly 
higher at the finish. Some positions, 
in both wheat and corn, closed 
of a cent higher. 

Foreign exchanges, with the ex- 
ception of some of the Far East- 
erns, which went down along with 
silver, were steady to firm. Ster- 
ling cables were up 1-16 at 
$4.85 13-16. Belgian exchange was 
conspiculously strong, reaching the 
highest level in recent months. 

Industrials Mcet Support. 

The strong support accorded the 
industrial shares as their general 
level approached the year’s low 
point recorded on Nov. 10, was re- 
garded as distinctly encouraging. 
The rails, as measured by the price 
index of 20 issucs, broke through 
their November bottom yesterday 
and recorded the lowest level since 
May, 1926. Had the industrials 
also been permitted to break into 
new low territory, it would, ac- 
cording to the Dow theory, have 
confirmed the decline in the rails, 
and indicated a further downward 
movement. 

Strength of the steel shares was 
presumably a reflection of fore- 
casts that United States Steel's un- 
filled orders, to be announced to- 
morrow, will show a fair gain. Re- 
cent price advances for some of 
the heavier steel products are re- 
ported in steel trade circles to 
have brought more active inquiry 
from consumers, and firmer prices 
for lighter products are understood 
to be in prospect. Efforts to 
strengthen copper pfices, however, 
seem still in the balance, since the 
metal has ‘been heavy in London 
this week. 

The improved statistical position 
of the tire industry was reflected 
in announcements of increased 
manufacturing activity at both 
Goodyear and Firestone plants,

Missouri Referendum 30 to 4 
m Favor of U. S. Adherence 
Under Root Protocol.

Missouri members of the WNa- 
tional Council of the Nationa] Ec- 
onomic League favor entrance of 
the United States into the World 
Court under the terms of the proto- 
col drafted by former Secretary of 
State Elihu Root, by a vote of 30 
to 4 in a refersndum just complet- 
ed. 

The protocol, embodying the 
Senate reservations, was formally 
signed in behalf of the United 
States Dec. 9, 1929, but ratifica- 
tion by the Senate is necessary. Its 
terms have been accepted by 52 of 
the 54 nations which are ee 
of the Court. 

In a nation-wide cuiinaintiate. 
the National Council voted for ad- 
herence of the World Court, 13862 
to 123.

IMPERIAL, Cal., Dec. 9. — The 
explosion of a bomb last night in 
an improvised dormitory for Fili- 
Pino lettuce workers resulted in 
the death early today of Ariston

night the explosion shattered the 
structure.

About 690 Filipinos 
were in the loft when the explo- 
sion occurred. While frequent 
fights in the Imperial Valley re- 
cently have been ascribed to ill- 


feeling between white and Filipino 


workers over attentions paid by 
Filipinos te white girls, no partic- 
ular motive was advanced for the 
bombing of the dormitory.

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Dr. Ellis Fischel Points Out 
Causes of Disease in 
Children. 


Cancers within the mouth are 
among the most accessible, curable 
and preventable, but cause about 
3500 deaths in the United States 
each year, Dr. Ellis Fischel, chair- 
man of the St. Louis Committee, 
American Society for Control of 
Cancer, said last night at a meet- 
ing of the St. Louis Dental Society 
at Hotel Statler. 

It should be noted, Dr. Fischel 
said, that cancer and other malig- 
nant tumors of the mouth often oc- 
cur in children or young adults, de- 


“No age is immune,” he said, 
“and in recent years caacer is in- 
creasing in frequency, or at least in 
recognition, in young subjects.”’ 

“Bacteriologically the mouth is 
the -dirtiest cavity in the body,” 
Dr. Fischel said. “The French have 
@ proverb, ‘Death enters by the 
mouth,’ and its truth is demon- 

strated by the large number of 
deaths which occur in cases of can- 


Responsibility for precenting and 
detecting cancer about the mouth 
rests largely with the dental pro- 
fession, because dental decay, qyor- 
rhea, and imperfect teeth are fre- 
quently underlying causes, Dr. 
Fischel said. 

“The disease seems to begin in 
achronic fissure or superficial 
sore ‘which does not heal,” he said. 


mouth and cheek, are caused by 
bad teeth, tobacco and syphilis, 
‘important in the order named. A 
decayed, broken or ragged tooth, 
or one merely out of line, is often 
found exactly opposite the cancer- 
ous area. 

“Delay in determining the nature 
of a suspicious sore or wart per- 
mits many a small, easily curable 
cancer to reach a stage that en- 
tails serious therapeutic procedure 
or offers a poor prognosis for 
treatment.” 

Dr. Francis Carter Wood, head 
of the cancer research department 
of Columbia University, was in St. 
Louis today for several talks in the 
interest of the campaign to im- 
press on the public the necessity 
for early recognition and treatment 
of cancer. He will address mem-
